How many people will admit, or would like to have it 


charged that they are recipients of charity when they re- 
cover losses through the insuran.ce companies? 


Are these losses realjy paid by the companies? 
Not at 


all. 
They are paid by the contributions of the policy 


holders—through the companies, as the machinery for col- 
lecting the funds and apportioning them, according to the 
plans adopted for their distribution. 


The whole principle of insurance—fire, lite or any other 


kind—is based on the idea of mutual helpfulness. Those 
who are fortunate pay more than they get back, so the un- 
fortunate can get back more than they pay. 


True, some people do not believe in insurance. 
If no 


one believed in it there could be no practical system whereby 
sufferers from the contingencies of life could be relieved of 
their burdens. 


Insurance is such a big thing in the modern world that 


the unbeliever can be forgotten as >a benighted being.

FARMER'S BUYING POWER. 


The purchasing power of 
Hie 'American 


farmer is increasing and in that, fact is as firm 
a reason for predicting a continuance of pros 
perity as in the building evidences closer at 
band. The United States Department-of Agri- 
culture has announced .that the ijidex figure 
denoting this rising purchasing power for Feb- 
ruary is GO as compared with GS in January. 
Although prices of commodities other than 
food ilif farmers buy bnve jumped two points 
during the month, prices of crops went up four 
points and that of live stock one point. 


The average farm price of ten leading crops 


is placed at 130 as an index .number as com- 
pared with 126 in January and this is the 
highest point reached since December, 192fl;

when the number was 131. 
wheat, oats, cotton and 
responsible. 


Livestock prices, wiiile bolter, have not fared 


so well. They have had tlieir ups and downs 
over a two-year period. 
The index figure of 


prices for six items in livestock is 107 for Feb- 
ruary against 106 in January, while the aver- 
age in 1022 was 111. 


On commodity prices In general the index 


figure has been placed at 172 for February 
against 170 in January. The average for 1922 
was 1G3 and for 1921 was 1G1.
